New York, April t.—Police Lieut. 
Faurot, and the finger print system 
scored another victory recently, Charles 
Crispi, charged with having robbed the 
store at No. 174 Wooster street on 
Pebruary 15, was held in 35,006 bail by 
Magistrate Corrigan in the Jefferson 
Market Court, and the only evidence 
was the impression of a finger print 
found on a glass door. 

Lieut. Faurot, who has charge of the 
finger print bureau at Police Headquar- 
ters, was the only witness against Cris- 
pi, and in testifying explained his meth- 
ods. 

“Finger prints are like faces to me,’ 
he said, ‘only they are more to be re- 
lied upon, for faces change by nature 
and can be changed artificially, but fin- 
ser prints remain the same from the 
cradle to the grave." 

“Most people think that finger tips 
are so similar that only an expert can 
detect the difference, but one familiar 
with the work can find as many differ- 
ences between the finger prints of two 
men as between the faces. Twins have 
been known to so closely resemble one 
another that they could not be told 
apart, but we have yet to find two sets 
of finger prints that could be called 
‘twins,’

Way. 


New York, April 7.—EFlaborate plans 
for increasing the docking facilities of 
New York harbor are under way, It is 
proposed to establish a comprehensive 
system of freight handling devices sim- 
ilar to those of the great modern Euro- 
pean harbors, An investment of $200,- 
000,000 is involved, An inspection has 
been made by the mayor and dock com- 
missioner recently of a large tract of 
land south of Brooklyn. Two large 
tracts of land have already been ac- 
quired and one pier costing 31,250,000 
has been completed and a second pier 
is under way. It is proposed to equip 
these piers with the latest labor-sav- 
ing devices for handling freight and 
make them a terminal for railroads, An 
important section of river frontage on 
Manhattan Island, in the vicinity of 
40th street, is also likely to be equip- 
ped with piers for docking ocean liners 
In view of this enlargement of the city’s 
docks, the Hamburg-American line has 
applied for pier space in this new de- 
velopment, The proposed docks will 
make it possible to land passengers on 
Manhattan Island more convenient to 
the hotels and railroad centers than at 
present. .

By No Means Dead 


Debates in Rolchstag Indicate That 
Jews Have no Chanco of Getting 
Army Commissions. 


Berlin, April 7.—Anti-Semitism 
by no means a dead letter in modern 
Germany, as the Jews have just learn- 
ed in the course of the army debates 
in the Reichstag. For years they have 
been waging a hopeless campaign de- 
sicned to give young Israelites the 
right to wear the Kaiser's uniform as 
army offleers. Periodically, the ques~ 
tion crops up in parliament, and the 
minister of war, with his hand on his 
heart, regularly depreeates the preva- 
lence of a belief that Jews do not en- 
joy equal rights in the army with their 
Christian brethren. 

The present minister of war, Gener- 
al von Heeringen, recently spoke with 
unaccustomed plainness. He said thit 
there could be no thought of tamper- 
ing with “that freest of our institu- 
tions"—the right of regimental officers 
in the Prussian army to choose their

As early as 500 B.C, artifleial eyes 
; were made by the priests of Rome and 
i Egypt, who practiced as physicians and 
| surgeons, Their methods of eye-mak- 
fe are thus described, 

On a strip of flesh-tinted linen, two 
fand a quarter by one and a quarter 
‘inches, the flat side of a piece of ear- 
thenware, modeled life-size and paint- 
fed to represent the human eye and eye- 
lids, was cemented, 
on the other stde with some adhesive 
substance, was placed over the eye- 
hole and pressed down, In brief, the 
artificial eye was worn outside the soe- 
ket, and, though a clumsy substitute, 
iwas probably appreciated by the Ro- 
mans and Egyptians. In the ruins of 
Pompeii, destroyed in 79 A.D., an eye 
)of this description was discovered. 

Gold and Enamel. 

Not until the sixteenth century do 
'we hear of eyes at all like those of 
)to-day—that is, worn inside the soc- 
i Ket. A French surgeon, one Ambroise 
| Pare, invented three artificial eyes, One 
/consisted of an oval plate covered with 
soft leather, on which an eye was 
painted, It was attached to the head 
iby a strong steel band. It could have 
jbeen neither sightly nor comfortable. 
| The second device, and the first known 
jin history to be worn inside the soe- 
ket, consisted of a hollow globe of gold 
deftly enameled. The third eye devised 
) by this ingneious gentleman was a shell 
| pattern eye, much like that in use to- 
day, except that it was of gold and en- 
amel. 

Pare's inventions were followed by 
eyes of painted porcelains and covered 
pearl-white, 

Glass eyes were Invented about the 
year 1579, and were crude productions 
of inferior workmanship, the iris and 
pupil being hand-painted in a far from 
lifelike manner. Shakespeare mentions 
glass eyes in ‘King Lear,’ where the 
King advises the blinded traitor Glou- 
cester to “wet the glass eyes and seem 
to see.”

In 1904 he 
became Mexico's representative at Bel- 
gium and the Netherlands, and in his 
four-years in Europe successfully ne- 
gotiated treaties for his country with

United States in 1908.

Georgo Bernard Shaw Thinks Children 
Havo Not Enough Recognizod 
Rights. 


London, April 7.—Likening schools 
to prisons and deploring provision for 
the old while children went without 
pocket money, George Bernard Shaw 
told an educational meeting what he 
thought of current educational meth- 
ods, 

He expressed the belief that the 
fact of religion being made one of the 
subjects to be taught in school was 
one of the causes of the intense de- 
testation for religion Which now char- 
acterized the English people. Prisons 
never changed, and the schools to-day 
were exactly as the y were when he was 
a boy—namely, places in which to keep 
children out of the:way of their par- 
ents, 

The schools of the future, he pre- 
dicted, would be schools in the sense 
that theatres were schools, No child 
Would be. compelled,.and every child 
would be free to quit the moment the 
teacher bored him. Children would 
then have recognized rights. There 
could be no greater instance of topsy- 
turvydom than the giving of pensions 
to aged people while the majority of 
children were without pocket money, 
They should have an allowance crant- 
ed them as soon as they had learned 
the multiplication table. They chouid 
also be taught to make change.

They Commence 
Making New Laws 


Fivo Experts to Suggest Safeguards 
In New York Factorios. 


New York, April 7.—While funeral 
services for fifty victiins of Saturday's 
shirt waist factory flre was being held 
to-day, steps were taken for a revision 
of the building laws to prevent holo- 
causts in the future. 

A commission of five experts will 
frame amendments to throw safeguards 
around men, women and children who 
; work in crowded shops and big manu- 
facturing structures, 

As soon as the necessary changes are 
framed they will be presented to the 
legislature with a plea for prompt ao- 
tion, 
With the death list still standing at 
445, one hundred and fourteen of the 
victims have been identifled. It is be- 
lieved that but few of the remaining 34 
bodies in the morgue can be identified. 

The usual shifting of blame following 
disasters of this kind was in evidence 
to-day. The onus of the responsibility 
has thus far been placed upon the 
building department by Coroner Holtz- 
hauser, who insists that the depariment 
is serlously at fault, its foree of in- 
spectors being small and several of 
these incompetent. 


20,000,000 Hole 
Through the Alps 


Cut Is Nine Miles In Length and Short- 
ens Milan-Calais Route by Eighty 
Miles. 


Berlin, Switzerland, April 7.—The 
final obstruction to Loetschburg tun- 
nel through the Bernest Alps was piere- 
ed by laborers at 3.50 o'clock this 
morning after five and a half years' 
work and expenditure of $20,000,000. 

The tunnel, which is the third long- 
est in Europe, measures approximately 
nine miles, 

With the completion of the Loetsch- 
burg tunnel, which was planned to 
give Simpion a tunnel railway line as 
a direct connection with the railways 
which traverse Switzerland from north 
to south, there will be a direct through 
route) from Milan to Berne and 
thence to Calais and Britain. 

The distance from Milan to Calais 
by this route will be about 675 miles 
or nearly 80 miles shorter than exist- | 
ing routes.

Then Togo sent a 
lieutenant on board and informed the 
captain that the ship would not be per- 
mitted to proceed but would have to 
return with the Naniwa to the rendez- 
vous of the Japanese fleet. Capt. 
Galsworthy of the Kowshing was 


fectly willing to obey this order, but 
not so the Chinese officers in command 
of the troops on board. They refused 
to obey the order and would not allow 
the captain and his. men to leave the 
ship. 

Captain Togo stood by for some time, 
in the hope that the British captain and 
crew would be able to escape from the 
Kowshing, but finding, atfer four 
hours, that there was no hope for this, 
he hoisted the red signal indicating that 
he was about to open fire and a few 
mninutes later the tirst and only shell 
fired from the saniwa tore through the 
hull of the Kowshing, wrecking the 
engines and causing the Kowshing ra- 

|pidly to fll and sink sink, when Togo 
sent out boats and saved as many of 
the drowning men as he could, With 
this feat Toxo practically opened the} 
war.

London, April 7.—Sir William But- 
ler’s autobiography just published con- 
tains what the newspapers style “am- 
azine disclosures’’ as regards the c.r- 
cumstanees which led up to the South 
African war, As will be remembered, 
Sir William was commander-in-chief 
at the Cape during the year preceding 
the outbreak of the war. 
| From the moment of his arrival in 
!South Africa Sir William seems to have 
cherished a peculiar hatred of Mr, Ce- 
cil Rhodes, whorn he accuses of delib- 
jerately inciting the Boers to hostility, 
| Nothing that his own countrymen could
